In reportlngSrellminary results of a four-year Inspec- 
tion program, U.S. Army Corps of Engineers officials told 
a Congressional hearing this week they have classified 78 
percent of the nation's 7,300 dams as unsafe.

- For each student who filled out a 
questionnaire, the computer firm 

- compiled a list-of-io apparcntiycom"" 
pallble students of the opposite sex, 
including their home telephone 
numbers and home-room numbers. 

The personalized lists then were 
made available to each particular 
student for Sl.SO. with WOO of the 



proceeds going to pay the computer 
firm's bill and the other $200 to- fund 
improvements in the faculty lounge. 

Lily Huntsman, a spokesman Jor 
B&L at Boise, said the computer 
questionnaires had been sold to four 
ufher schools in Idaho, as, well as 
several schools in Washington state. 
In addition to Lakes, the other Idaho 
schools to conduct the questionnaire 
programs were Borah and Capital 
high schools in Boise, and St. Maries 
High, SI.

Unsold trade paperbacks (and 
hardcover books )- enn be returned 
whole to" the publishers. Publishers 
can keep those books In warehouses 
and hope slores will reorderjhcjitles.

The sale at Kroch's was not the 
usual remainder sale, Anderson said.
